Full Text of the Rejoinder. 
Washington, I>ec. 18.—The text of 
the Austrian note on the Ancona sink­ 
ing as given out by the state depart­ 
ment this afternoon, follows: 
“In reply to the much esteemed note 
number 4,167, which His Excellency, 
Mr. Frederic Courtland Penfield, am­ 
bassador extraordinary and plenipo­ 
tentiary of the United States of Amer­ 
ica, directed to him in the name of 
the American government under the 
date of the ninth instant in the m at­ 
ter of the sinking 
of 
the 
Italian 
steamer Ancona, the undersigned, pre 
liminary to a thorough, meritorious 
treatm ent of the demand, has the hon­ 
or to observe that the sharpness with 
which the government of the United 
States considers it necessary to blame 
ihe commanding officer of the sub­ 
marine concerned in the affair, and 
the firmness in which the demands 
addressed the imperial and royal gov­ 
ernment 
appear 
to 
be 
expressed 
might w’ell have warranted the expec­ 
tation that the government 
of 
the 
United States should precisely ^specify 
the actual circumstances of the affair 
upon which it bases its case. 
“As Is not difficult to perceive, the 
presentation of the facts in the case 
in the aforesaid note leaves room for 
many, doubts, and even if this presen­ 
tation were correct in all points and 
the most rigorous 
legal 
conception 
w'ere applied to the judgment of the 
case, it does not in any way suffi­ 
ciently warrant attaching blame to the 
commanding officer of the war ves­ 
sel or to the imperial and royal gov­ 
ernment. 
“The government of the United 
States has also failed to designate the 
persons upon whose testimony it re­ 
lies and to whom it apparently be­ 
lieves it may attribute a higher de­ 
gree of credibility than to the com­ 
mander of the imperial 
and 
royal 
fleet. 
“The note also fails to give any in­ 
formation whatsoever as to the num­ 
ber, names and more precise fate of 
the American citizens who wrere on 
board of the said steamer at the criti 
cal moment. 
“How'ever, in view of the fact that 
the Washington cabinet has now made 
a positive statement tot he effect that 
citizens of the United States of Amer­ 
ica came to grief in the incident in 
question, the imperial and royal gov­ 
ernment is, in rinciple, ready to enter 
into an exchange of view's in the affair 
with the government of the United 
States. It must, however, in the first 
place, raise the question why that gov­ 
ernment failed to give jurisdictional 
reasons for the demands set forth in 
its note with reference to the special 
circumstances of the incriminating 
events upon which it iuseK laye stress 
and why in lieu thereof it refused an 
exchange of correspondence which it 
has conducted writh another govern­ 
ment in other cases.

Recently there was returned a profit 
of a little over $250 for the oporations 
carried on an acre of alfalfa; the corn 
was charged at 60 cents, and the hogs 
sold for $7. 
Now these are the returns for the 
happy combination of self-fed corn 
and an acre of self-fed alfalfa, taking 
young growing fattening pigs to the 
weight of 250 pounds, no charge being 
made for the alfalfa. 
Charge the al­ 
falfa at $10 an acre and there remains 
$240 pork values (assuming no loss of 
pigs) over and above feed costs. Labor 
is arbitrarily assumed to be offset by 
the manurial residues remaining; of 
course a charge of $1 a pig labor could 
bo charged and still leave for the 
a cre’s operation a net return of $206. 
The alfalfa acre carried 44 pigs on 
the average from weaning to market, 
these pigs finishing at 250 pounds, 
fat and high-dressing. 
No alfalfa, of 
course, was left on the acre; it was 
all pastured. This is not the best prac­ 
tice, but it shows what corn on an al­ 
falfa acre will do when the corn as 
well as the alfalfa is pushed to the 
limit. 
These pigs gained 1.46 pound a day 
during the entire grazing season of 
j 140 days, requiring 387 pounds of corn 
I feed for a hundred pounds gain, this 
costing $4.14 with 60-eent corn. 
The 
charge for alfalfa on the basis cf a 
hundred pounds gain amounts to $.12 
(12 cents), making a total cost of 
$4.26. 
After paying for the alfalfa and 
crediting all the profits to the corn 
the net return per bushel was, with 
$7 hogs, almost a dollar, or exactly 
98.5 cents. 
But let us remember that alfalfa iii 
itself will not net $250 en the acre, or 
corn alone 98.5 cents to the bushel 
when fed to $7 hogs. 
It is the very happy combination of 
self-fed corn and self-fed alfalfa that 
does these things. 
The cost of gains with 60-cent coin. 
and $10 alfalfa at $4.25 perhaps tells 
the story best—although it is well to 
hear in mind that after all is said and 
done in the swine forage story that 
corn and alfalfa are pre-eminently the 
most profitable corn belt doublet of 
economic feeds that it is possible to 
grow' and fatten sw ine on. 
Alfalfa is our greatest, most produc­ 
tive, most profitable swine forage and 
corn is our greatest, most productive, 
most profitable swine growing feed. 
Why not plan the swine feeding with 
alfalfa and corn as the basal feeds?

Benefited in Various Ways by 
Being Kept Together. 


Of the many different lines of agri 
cultural interests, poultry raising, fruit 
growing and bee keeping can be com­ 
bined to the best advantage. Poultry, 
fruit and bees are directly benefited 
by being kept together. Three essen­ 
tial crops, meat, fruit and honey, can 
be grown on the same ground at one 
time, each contributing to the success 
of the other in various ways. 
Fru it trees afford the shade and 
protection necessary for fowls and 
bees. 
They yield food in blossoms, 
insects and fallen fruits and in return 
are benefited by losing all that is so 
eagerly devoured by the industrious 
ben**ficfaries of their beauty. 
Fowls 
not only docrease the insect pests in 
the orchard, hut they doposit rich 
nourishment unsurpassed in quality 
for soil. 
The majority of farmhouses 
and 
suburban 
residences 
have 
or­ 
chards or plots of ground that with 
very little preparation can be made 
into ideal poultry runs. W here begin­ 
ners are planning a plot to set out in 
fruit, future growth should be consid­ 
ered standard apple trees should be 
planted 35 or 40 feet apart each way, 
as the trees do not get large enough 
to hear under ten years, nor attain full 
growth under twenty years. 
Many de­ 
sirable crops can be secured in the 
meantime by setting out two peach 
or plum trees or rows of pear and 
cherry trees between the apple trees. 
This leaves ample room for bush fruit 
or berries to be raised and cultivated. 
It is best to put early baby chicks in 
thp 
young 
fresh-planted 
trees 
and 
bushes ip prevent damage to tender 
roots from scratching. 
Baby chicks 
thrive best among bushes and vines.
